3, lines 22-25: "suppliers and receivers controlling and iterating 'their portion' of the project {comprising above discussed large and 
smaller tasks}". Also, the work is performed by the supplier {only one individual resource} as per recitation: "At this point, work is 
performed on the product by the supplier at step 58".
